A NEW CONSTITUTION. 


The various plans for making a new 
constitution that have come to the 
surface during the discussion of the 
subject since the passage of the co..ven- 
tion bill, while they may not be useful, 
are interesting. One gentleman from 
north Georgia, for example, wrote to 
us a short time since that he was satis- 
fied the convention would not make a 
constitution to suit him, and that he 
had therefore taken great pains to make 
one just as he wanted it. Of course he 
wanted it published for the information 
of thé pubtic —stating in his letter tnat 
it would only fill one side of the Con- 
sTiruTiox. A want of space forbid its 
publication. Another correspondent 
wants half a dozen lawyers, half a 
dozen farmers, half a dozen mechanics, 
and half a dozen railroad men tv meet 
together and block out a constitutien. 
His idea is that thev be selected from 
each congressional district and sworn 
in as a grand jury for the purpose of 
making a suitable constitution. A cor- 
respondent of the West Point State 
Line Press, after assuming. that 
he had the job in question, 
proceeds to suggest still another novel 
method : : 

I woutd at once commission Hon. N. J Ham- 
mond, Bishop G F. Pierce and General Robert 
Toombs, (I have a ftaucy for mixivg thing:), 
appoint a piace and time, meet them aud 8a), 
now, gents, I insist on your proceeding forth- 
with to construct, ont and out a brand new con- 
stitution for the empire state of recoustructed 
rebeliion. I. want a good, solid, presentable 
pattern; one which ¢will secure the largest 
amount of human liberty and natural rights 
consistent with restraints necesy.ry to equsl 
protection of life and property—an hovor to ) ou, 
an ornament to the state and a blessing to the 
people And before you. begin let we say 
to you, Gen. Tooinbs, that I have been keeping 
pretty well up with you ever since you began 
your career a* the head ofa company of volun- 
teers from Wiikes, and have come to the con- 
clusion that you are rather self reliant. Now 
you, and all of you, just kneel down (cue from 
Dr. Franklin) and let the bishop pray for the 
Lord’s biessing on your !abors, to guiue and in- 
s‘ruct you — especially you, Gen- 
eral — to the end that mod- 
eration may prevail, your hoops be a little 
tightened that you may not e¢ff-rvesce and all 
that, until you have finished your burglar proof 
constitution; and when you have jointed, bracei, 
squared and dovetailed it fast together, so that 
its figure and ring satisfies all three of you, pub- 
1 sh it am every journal in the state, (taking care 
to have you coutract for printing reduc.d to 
writing.) and them have the governor order an 
e ection sixty days off for the people to ratify or 
rej.ctit.

A Texas Town Visited by the Cnil 
dren of Logan. 

Sr. Loum, May 30.—A special from 
Leavénworth to the Globe-D. mecrat 
says @ letter in the Kansas City Times 
from Sweetwater, Texas, gives a report 
that the town Double Mountain in the 
Pan. handle of Texas has been captured 
by Apache Indians,-and all the stock 
in the town run off. No particulars 
are given. The letter also states quite 
a large number ot hunters have been 
killed by the Indians during the past 
winter; also that a fight recently oc- 
curred in the Pan-handle between 
about 60 hunters and twice that num- 
ber of Apaches. The hunters started 
after the Indians to avenge the murder 
of Mr. Seall, one of their number. 
They followed their trail many days, 
and although their provisions gave out 
they still pursued , liring on what 
game they could kill, At length they 
came upon Indian village containing a 
number of lodges on the banks of a 
small stream, and, although they bad 
been without food two days, they at- 
tacked the Indians under cover of the 
banks of the stream. The fight contin- 
ued several hours, and was only sto 
ped by darkness. During the night 
the Indians struck their | took 
their women and children ap 
and wounded, and fled. The Indian 
loss is not known, but believed to be 
considerable. Several hunters were 
wounded, but none killed.

Cochran, of the United States army, and 
commandant of this post, was the chief 
marshal, and most courteously and admirably 
discharged bis duties. He was assisted heartily 
by Major R. M. Tankersly,a gallant ex-Conied- 
erate officer, and Captain Weihl, Jate of the 
union ermy. 
The order of the procersien waa as fol- 
lows: 
The Second Infantry band, from McPherson 
barracks, Atlanta, plsyiug a funeral march.

itself to me—‘‘ss these roses, blushing and shin-~ 
ing in the colors ot zeal and purity, are worn by 
those fruternizing soldiers,so mvy the hearts 
throbbing beneath henceforth know only the 
zeal of mutual interest and the purity of Ameri- 
cau patriotism.’’ 
Following these ex-soldiers were a large 
number of citizens and spectators joined in the 
march. 
When the procession reached the cemetery, an 
immense crowd, brought out from the city by 
sp cial trains and private couveyances, wns 
already pressing at the gates. These were 
thrown open and the procession passeu in, the 
bani playing a sweely mournful dirge, the 
soldiers marched with reversed arms, and the 
shed guests and others wi.h uncovered 
heads, honoring the ashes of the dead, as they 
passed up between their silent tombs. 

AT THE STAND. 

After the march through the cemetery ihe 
beautiful stand upon the east side of the hill 
was reached. It was a magnificently decorated 
pavilion, covered with canvass and festooned 
with national flags. Upon the uprights inside 
were hung large two feet square representations 
of the seals of the states of the union—nene 
being omitted—the southern state seals being 
interspersed with those of the northern states. 
Seats were arranged inside for the invited 
guests, and these were filled with distinguished 
gentlemen, ladies and committees 
Among these were Hoa. D M Key, the mem- | 
bers of the postal commission, Hon, Wm Cruitch- 
fivld, Hon, A H Pettibone, Colonel A J Ke. r, | 
of the Memphis Avalanche; Hon. John M Fiem- 
ing, Hon. George Andrews, of Knoxviile; Gen. 
Frank Wheaton, US 4, Hon E A James, and 
others. 
Major Cochrane calkd the assemblage to 
order and introduced Rey. J. C. Irwin, who 
opened the exercises with a written prayer of 
great beautyand feeling, appropriate to the 
ceremonies in progress aud the spirit with which 
they were conducted, 
“NEARER, MY GOD, TO THEE,”

Rumors Peipting te a Peacelul Sola- 
tion of the Eastern War. 


Lonpon, May 30. 


The Telegraph’s dispatch from 
Bacharest says: ‘Rumors are current 
here in political and diplomatic circles 
respecting the possibility of an arrangement 
through the mediation of Germany. The fact 
that Prince Gortechakoff will accompany the 
czar is ass-rted to be a pacific symptom. The 
jmpression gains daily that Russia, more than 
ever, desires a speedy solution tothe present 
com plications.”’ 

The semi official Provincial Correspondence o 
Berlin to-day publishes an- article. which in the 
light of recent peace rumors from Bu sharest, is 
significant. The articie concludes as follows: 
The efforts of the German policy, which after 
the last war found expression and a firm basis 
in the alliance of the three emperors, have prov - 
en also in the present grave crisis to be a guar- 
antee for pacific mediation, reaching far beyond 
that natrower alliance. If, notwiihstanding the 
oatbreak of th» Russo-Turkish war,the proepects 
of the preservation of peace in Europe have 
within the last few weeks rather increased 
than diminished, the German policy has an 
honorable share in this,

In consequence of numerous acci- 
dents, the Roumanian railway will 
shortly be placed entirely under 
Russian management. 

The Turkish government has decided 
to admit foreigners intothearmy. A 
number of English gentlemen, who 
have had experience in the English 
army, are about to join the Ottoman 
forces, including Hon. W. Drummond. 
The News correspondent at Vienna 
says that the council of war at Con- 
stantinople have resolved to treat the 
operations in the Caucasus as of para- 
mount importance. Five thousand Cir- 
cassians are ready for embarkation. 
Seven thousand men are intended for 
Anapa. 

The ships conveying them will take 
divers to pick up the torpedoes at the 
entrance of the sea of Azov. Mukhtar 
Pasha has been placed under control 
of Djeli Pasha, was officially sent from 
Constantinople.

Which Finds in the Death eof the 
Child—The Prelimiuary Trial. 

NasHviILLg, May 30.—A correspon- 
dent of the American, writing from 
Spring Hill, Tennessee, says: A foul 
murder was perpetrated 1n this vicinity 
last week. The investigation by a 
corone:’s jury developed such facts as 
pointed immediately to Tom Caldwell, 
colored, as the murderer of his own 
son. A state warrant was issued for 
bim,and he was brought before Esquire 
Thomas Banks for trial. He pleaded 
in clear, strong tones, “not guilty.” 
The crime was so unnatural and re- 
volting in its nature that the under- 
current of susp:cion which had existed 
from the time of the boy’s death, hd 
by the day of trial arisen toa pitch of 
indignation in the general belief of the 
guilt of the prisoner. 

E quire Richard Southall was ap- 
pointed counsel for the prisoner, at his 
solicitation, and conducted the defense 
with zeal and earnestness. Dr. James 
VU. Hardin, the first witness called for 
the state, testified that he had made a 
sareful examination of the body of the 

eceased at the inquest held by the 
coroner, and found it lac mahal by 
blows made with a plow lime or some 
thing of the kind, all over his cheat, 
bowels and limbs, and on his back from 


wounds and bruises were of such a 
character as to produce death. There 
was also marks as if made by. a boot 
heel with tacks in it, near the groin, 
which might have Cause: a lesion of 
the bladder or bowels. These injuries, 
from their appearance, could not have 
been made dy a horse, as had been 
claimed by the prisoner at the inquest, 
nor by being dragged by a rope, but 
the marks showed repeated blows, and
